SENIOR CONFERENCE BASKETBALL 

Paralleling the coming-ot-age of Assumption in the sisterhood of Canadian Colleges with independent university 
status, indeed, slightly in advance thereof—was her coming-of-agc in the world of Canadian Intercollegiate Athletics. 

For years Assumption has held an inactive membership in the Canadian Intercollegiate Athletic Union (Central). 
This union comprises, according to geographical location, three Conferences of colleges and universities, namely: The 
South West Ontario Conference (of which Assumption is a member); The Ontario-Quebec Conference, (which is the 
Senior Conference of the three in point of age, control, members of sports, and level of competition, and originally 
comprised Toronto, McGill and Queens and later Western); and The Ottawa-St. Lawrence Conference at the eastern 
end of the Union. 

To compete in any sport at the senior intercollegiate level, any college of the Union, in any of the conferences, 
must apply for admission, in that particular sport, to the Ontario-Quebec Conference, if they are not already members 
thereof. 

Two years ago McMaster made such application and was accepted, for Senior basketball. Recently they gained 
admittance for senior football as well. Last year Assumption, which has always been the best known of all Canadian 
Colleges in basketball, applied for admittance to the Ontario-Quebec Conference in senior basketball and was unani¬ 
mously accepted. Thus in Senior Intercollegiate basketball the Conference presently comprises Toronto University, 
McGill University, Queens University, University of Western Ontario, McMaster University and Assumption College. 

The 1952-53 season just completed marked our first season of conference play, and though the Purple Raiders 
finished in the cellar with only two wans and eight losses, we were respected as formidable foes by all the competing 
members. With considerable pride we point to the honour bestowed upon the Assumption Raiders, even in their 
initial season of play, by the choice of Captain Lou Veres and Center Chuck Collini for places on the All-Star Con¬ 
ference Team. 

Assumption College has lots of confidence that her Raiders w'lll leave the cellar and raid the attic next season.

THE THIRD REQUEST 


”Consecrate yourself to my Immaculate Heart" 

"You have seen hell where the souls of poor sinner go. To save them God wishes 
to establish in the world the devotion to my Immaculate Heart. If they do what 
I tell you, many souls will be saved and there will be peace. 

I promise to assist at the hour of death with graces of salvation all those who, on 
the first Saturday of five consecutive months, go to Confession, receive Holy 
Communion, say the Rosary, and spend a quarter of an hour with me in meditating 
on the fifteen Mysteries of the Rosary, with the object of making reparation to me." 
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I had an interview with Bishop Neiligan the other day, and I remarked to him that he must 
have had a very interesting and colorful life. He replied thoughtfully that there was really nothing 
extraordinary about his life, except perhaps the fact that he was born at all. To a further query 
as to whether or not he had lived all his life in Ontario, his reply was characteristic, "Not yet". 

On August 19, 1894, there was bom at Tignish, Pnnce Edward Island, a future soldier, 
scholar and bishop. 

Charles Leo Neiligan received his early education in the Grammar School of his native town, 
and then attended Prince of Wales College and Normal School at Charlottetown, where he obtained 
a First Class Teaching Certificate. He taught school for some years in Prince Edward Island, and 
also in French and German districts in Saskatchewan. These teaching years were interrupted by 
World War I, during part of which he taught "Musketry". Postwar times found him at St. Dunstan's 
University, Charlottetown, from which he received his degree of Bachelor of Arts. 

He entered the Grand Seminary of Quebec in the autumn of 1921, and completed his theo¬ 
logical course in the spring of 1925, with the degree of Doctor of Divinity. He was ordained in 
his native parish of Tignish, on June 7, 1925, and went almost immediately to the Archdiocese of 
Edmonton, where the first three years of his ministry were spent at St. Joseph's Cathedral, as assis¬ 
tant to the present Cardinal Archbishop of Toronto. He succeeded the then Monsignor McGuigan 
as rector of St. Joseph s Cathedral in 1928, and as Vicar-General of the Archdiocese in 1930. The 
"Royal Purple" was conferred on him in 1931, carrying with it the title of "Monsignor". 

His birthday present in 1937 was an announcement from the Apostolic Delegate at Ottawa 
that he had been appointed Bishop of Pembroke, Ontario. There the Dionne Quintuplets came under 
his jurisdiction, and he had the consoling experience of giving them their First Holy Communion, and 
of administering to them the Sacrament of Confirmation. He related with a chuckle that in October, 
1939, after he was appointed Principal Catholic Chaplain of the Canadian Armed Forces, he went to 
pay them a visit, and, while they recognized him immediately, they couldn't understand why he was 
wearing a uniform, and decided finally that he must have joined the Royal Canadian Mounted Police. 

The War years were busy ones for the Bishop, as he visited the troops overseas as well as in 
Canada, Labrador and Newfoundland, and indeed wherever units of the Canadian Armed Forces were 
to be found. He interchanged army and airforce uniforms, and was very fortunate that the navy did 
not have an authorized chaplain's uniform at that time. On the occasion of his visits overseas he 
had the privilege of meeting important personages of the War,—Prime Minister Churchill, General 
de Gaulc, General Sikorski and others. He tells of a rather close call he had during the bombing of 
London. He was staying at a hotel near Trafalgar Square, and left in the early evening to visit 
the Canadian troops at Aldershot. That night the hotel was almost completely demolished by a bomb. 

He took a particular interest in the welfare of Polish soldiers, visiting them in Scotland and 
in other places, and as a reward, he received the decoration,"De Polonia Restituta" from the Exiled 
Polish Government. When asked what Canadian medals he had received, he remarked casually, 
"Oh, just the usual medals that any old soldier receives". His rank at the end of the War was that 
of Brigadier. 

He remained Bishop of Pembroke while carrying on the duties of Military Ordinary, but the 
burden of work took its toll, and he was forced on account of ill health to resign both ecclesiastical 
charges in the early part of 1945. After a rather prolonged period of recuperation, he undertook 
light teaching duties at Assumption College, to test out his strength and to provide himself with a 
new interest, and he is now teaching "full time",—Canadian History, American History, British 
Colonial History and French Literature. Any extra energy he uses up in speaking at banquets, etc. 

Two years ago Bishop Neiligan and Father O'Loane, President of Assumption College, "flew" 
to Rome for the definition of the dogma of the Assumption, the latter presenting to the Holy Father 
a beautifully bound volume of interesting information about Assumption College. 

Just last year this new "Bishop of Tours" attended the International Eucharistic Congress at 
Barcelona, visited Fatima. Lourdes, Lisieux, etc., and spent some weeks in England and Ireland. 
He has enrolled for the Newman Summer Course at Oxford in July of this year, and expects to be 
in London for the Coronation. 

These are some of the highlights of Bishop Neiligan's life, and if it is not a "full” life, 
where can one be found? As an afterthought I asked him the source of his humor, and he replied. 
Well, really I may say that I never said anything because I thought it was funny. Certainly I will 
admit that I thought some things were funny, because I said them."
